SOMETHING ABOUT CROPS. 


The enormous bulk of the aggregate 
grain crops of a great agricaliural 
country like tre United States almost 
defies calculation; yet it is interesting 
to take up the October report of the 
Department of Agriculture and figure 
on the estimates therein contained. 
The October returns, says the Com- 
missioner, foreshadow a yield of wheat 
exceeding 500,000,000 bushels. The 
product of oats will probably be 
about 480,000,000 bushels. he rye 
crop is estimated at 20,000,000. Of 
barley, there will be about 45,000,000 
bushels; of buckwheat, 12,000,000. 
The corn crup is placed at 1,680,000,- 
000 bushels. Here then, is a pro- 
digious aggregate of 2,730,000,000 
bushels of grain—or nearly fifty-five 


bushels to every inhabitant of the], 


United States. If these crops were all 
marketed at once it would require, on 
a rough estimate, 68,500,000 wagons 
to do the hauling. Ranged in one 
line, each team occupying a space of 
twenty-five feet, the procession would 
be 324,500 miles in length. It would 
reach around the earth thirteen times. 
To receiye the grain for shipment, 
9,124,000 cars would be needed. This 
impossible train would have a length 
of at least 60,000 miles, requiring 
260,000 locomotives to draw it. And 
the agricultural resources of the great 
West are just beginning to be devel- 
oped, 


CENTENNIAL THANKSGIVING. 


A singular fact which seems to have 
escaped the notice of the American 
people is the centennial anniversary of 
the signing of the preliminary treaty 
‘of peace between the United States 
and the Government of Great Britain 
-at the close of the revolutionary war. 
That momentous event occurred at the 
city of Paris, France, on the 30th day 
of November, 1782, just one hundred 
‘years ago next Thursday, and by a 
singular coincident it occurs upon the 
day named in the President’s procla- 
mation to be obseryed by the nation 
as aday of thanksgiving and ! praise. 
Thus it will be seen that next Thurs- 
day, in obedience to the President's 
Thanksgiving proclamation, the Amer- 
ican people will unconsciously cele- 
' brate the centennial anniversary of 
one of the most important events in 


the history of the country.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The acquittal of Clarence Gray, the 
murderer of Theodore Glancey at Hol- 
lister, adds ove'-more infamy to the 
long list of outrages upon justice 
_ which bave been perpetrated by Cali- 
fornia juries in capital cases. The 
murder of Glancey, says the Record- 
Union, was a cowardly and deliberate 
assassination, and it was a crime 
committed in revenge for the faithful 
performance of his duty to the com- 
munity by a courageous and conscien- 
tious journalist. No jury could have 
brought in a verdict of acquittal in 
this case without violating its oath, 
and without ignoring the plain facts 
of the homicide. The assassin has 
been acquitted, bat who will acquit 
the men who declared him innocent 
of the blood of his victim? This case, 
however, disgraceful and revolting as 
it is, does not, unfortunately, stand 
alone.

What the Wild Waves Do. 
Aairax, Nov. 28. 
Robert Hutchison, Chief Engineer 
of the ill-fated steamer Warmouth, 
and the only officer saved, in describ- 
ing the wreck, says: Just before 11 
the upper bridge, on which the wheel 
was situated began to break away and 


pieces tumble on the men seeking 
shelter in the sail-room underneath. 
I shouted that boats be got out. Then 
the Captain, seeing she would soon 
break up entirely, gave orders to make 
ready the boats, and all started on 
deck. The chief engineer secured a 
a life preserver and descended to the 
deck. He found all hands except.the 
Captain and second mate in the Sstar- 
board life boat, and observed the Cap- 
tain trying to launch the jolly boat, 
and went to his assistance, followed by 
the second mate. On getting to the 
buat they found it contained three 
oars, two broken and useless, and the 
third split. The Captain seized the 
only useful oar and tried to scull 
ashore. The sea running very bigh 
capsized the boat and the engioeer did 
not again see his companions. The 
boat in which were the crew was also 
capsized and only three cf the men 
reached the shore. 


The Raiiroad War. 

New York, Nov. 28. 
After President Morton of the 
Omahs line had agreed to discuss ter- 
ritorial rights with representatives of, 
the warring roads, he found in an 
afternoon paper the announcent of the 
purchase of the Chippewa road by the 
St. Paul Railway for $1,675,000 in 
bonds of ;the latter company. This 
was a surptise to him, and he bitterly 
denounced iit as a fresh invasion of his 
territory, and declared all negotiations 
for peace off. The magnates and 
brokers hoped for a better market to- 
day, but relieved themselves by 
curses, and left the Windsor Hotel in 
squads. 


The American Marine Service. 
New York, Nov. 28. 

The Joint Congressional Committee 
appointed to report to Congress what 
legislation is necessary to secure a re- 
vival of the American mercantile ma- 
rine, as requested by the Marine As- 
sociation of the port ot New York, 
submit verified statements of facts 
illustrating the hardships borne by 
American commerce under present 
laws, and shewing the necessity for 
relief asked by the committee of the 
association. 


A Truce Declared. 
Cuicaao, Noy. 28. 

Late last. night, by means of 1. !o- 
graph between this city and New 
York, an agreement was reached be- 
tween the managers of the Rock Island, 
Omaha and Northwest roads, to declare 
a truce in the-ratiroad war in the 
Northwest for 30 days, pending a 
meeting to consult about differences. 
It is understood that rates on all lines 
will be restored to-morrow morning 
and will remain so pending the new 
conditions.

Milton Nobles at the Nevada Theatre 
To-Night. 


“Phenix” will be preseated by 
Milton Nobles to-night at the theatre. 
The Eureka Sentinel gives him the fol- 
lowing first-class notice: Milton No- 
bles appeared at the Euteka Upera 
House last nigtitin his now famous 
role of *‘ Phenix.” He comes eut in 
a little dismantled room on the seventh 
story of a New York tenement lodg- 
ing, writing a continued story of the 
blood-and-thunder sort for the “Week- 
ly Chambermaid’s Own.” His take 
off in this kind of literary labor was 
first-rate and kept the house in iaugh- 
ter. He got his hero and heroine into 
queer places, but, as he said, the story

A _ reckless 
Bohemian is Nobles with a sheet of 
letter paper (One side written on) for 
a shirt front. The first act closes 
with a fine scenic display over the 
bodies of Nobles and his ‘‘adviser at 
law,” through which the stricken Bo- 
hemian ascends as if from inferno. 
The scene was very startling and in- 
teresting, aud so life-like that more 
than one person thought the commo— 
tion on the stage was caused by the 
theater’s being actually ablaze from 
the cellar, while several little girls 
moaned as if they thought their day 
of purgatory hid come.

The decision gives 
ubiversal satisfaction and will enable 
the depositors of the institution to re- 
cover their money. The manner in 
which the available assets of the con- 
cern were “ gobbled up” is still fresh 
in the minds of this community, and 
it is a satisfaction to everybody to 
know that the stockholders must pay 
off the bank’s indebtedness to the full 
amount of their respective stock sub- 
scriptions. Judge Cain, McKelvey’s 
attorney in the case, will press his 
claim to an immediate settlement.
